Local man Sam is 
in spotlight after 
Llancarfan rescue 


LOCAL travel agent 
Sam Smith sprang to 
national prominence 
just before Christmas 
when he and fellow 
residents from 

Llancarfan saved a 
woman who was 
trapped in her car, 
after it was swept 
away as she tried to 
drive across the vil- 


Their prompt action 
freed the woman just 
one minute before the 
car was swept under a 
bridge, where the driver 
would have been at the 
mercy of the fast-flow¬ 
ing river. 

The action took place 
on Saturday, December 
22, and Sam, The 
GEM’s community cor-

Llancarfan, explained 
how the drama unfolded. 

He said: “We were in 
the Fox and Hounds pub 
having a quiet pint when 
Josh Fell ran in to say 
that a car had been swept 
away. 

“We ran outside in 


time to see the car - it 
was a Mini - floating by 
and on its way towards 
the bridge downstream. 

“I took my car and 
Josh and Rhodri Price 
ran ahead. When I 
arrived, the car had 
come to rest against the 
central support of the 
bridge, and Josh and 
Rhodri were on the roof, 
trying to reach the 
woman. 

“I borrowed a ladder 
and by then we had been 
joined by Darren, the 
chef at the Fox and 
Hounds, and Hayley, a 
regular. 

“The car was about 
six feet from the bank so 
we used the ladder to 
break the side window 
of the car and I crawled 
out, with Darren and 
Hayley holding onto my 
ankles.” 

The river water was 
running really fast, 
about 10 inched below 
the ladder. 

Sam continued: “It 
took about two minutes 
to calm down the 
woman, and then she 
crawled along, very 
slowly, holding onto my 
hand, until we reached 
the riverbank.” 

Within a minute, the 
car shifted position and 
became wedged under 
the bridge. In this posi¬ 
tion, the fast-flowing 
river rushed in and 
almost filled the vehicle. 


Sam said: “I don’t 
know how anyone could 
have rescued her then, 
the river was running 
incredibly fast.” 

Sue Millard from the 
Fox and Hounds ad 
Penny Fell took over 
comforting the woman. 
Penny had brought blan¬ 
kets and a warm fire and 
hot sweet tea was wait¬ 
ing back at the pub. 

The Fire and Rescue 
Service arrived and she 
was checked out by a 
paramedic. The car 
could not be freed from 
the bridge until the fol¬ 
lowing day, when the 
waters had subsided. 

After the event, it was 
70-year-old Sam’s crawl 
across the ladder which 
attracted media atten¬ 
tion. The rescue made it 
onto the BBC National 
TV news and, of course, 
BBC Wales and ITV 
Wales. 

Sam also had the 
experience of conduct¬ 
ing a lengthy radio inter¬ 
view with 5 Live’s 
Stephen Nolan, where 
the presenter asked if 
Sam’s training with the 
Royal Marine Reserve 
had helped. 

Sam served in the 
Reserve from 1967 to 
1993, and commanded 
the West of England and 
Wales section from 1989 
to 1991.

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Couple’s plan to 
help vulnerable 
hospital patients 


A COWBRIDGE 
man has put togeth¬ 
er an easy-to-learn 
system that helps 
vulnerable patients 
to communicate in 
hospital. 

Derek Tune believes it 
could make a huge differ¬ 
ence to patients who 
have suffered a stroke 
and cannot speak. It 
could also help post¬ 
operative patients who 
have similar difficulties. 

Together with his 
wife, Jan Welland, a for¬ 
mer nurse, he has devised 
a simplified sign lan¬ 
guage, using one hand 
instead of two. 

The ‘singlehanded 
sign language’ is essen¬ 
tial for stroke patients, 
who often lose the use of 
one arm (hopefully a 
temporary condition). 

The simplified system 
also has the advantage of 
making it easier to learn. 

The system is the cul¬ 
mination of a 20-year 
interest in sign language, 
and it dates back to a 
serious road accident that 
Derek suffered 20 years 
ago. 

He told The GEM: “At 
the time, I was a lorry 
driver, and I was in a 
serious accident near 
Kidderminster. The lorry 
was knocked into a wall, 
and I went through the 
windscreen and was 
thrown into a river 
below.”

I N recent weeks, there 
has been adverse pub¬ 
licity regarding an 
instance of poor standards 
of nursing care at the 
University Hospital of 
Wales, Heath Park, and I 
feel I should write regard¬ 
ing the experiences of my 
wife and I, who are both 
octogenarians. 

It was necessary for us to be 
admitted to this hospital on 
two occasions last year. My 
wife was treated for a fracture 
after an accident at home in 
June, when the accident per¬ 
sonnel were most effcient in 
transporting her to hospital 
and the reception at the A&E 
department was most caring. 

A bed was found as soon as 
possible in Ward A2(S) where

she received treatment over a 
period of several weeks, before 
transfer to the Sam Davies 
ward at Barry Hospital. 

In both hospitals, the nurses 
were busy, but most attentive 
and caring. 

Later in the year, after 
numerous tests and scans, it 
was necessary for me to be 
admitted to Ward T2 in the 
UHW for surgery, where 
extremely high standards of 
nursing were in operation and 
both pre-op and post-op care 
could not be faulted. 

The latter included regular 
attendance at home by the 
excellent district nurses. 

On an earlier, but fairly 
recent occasion, I suffered a 
severe infection in my arm 
and after initial examination 
and treatment, and an 
overnight stay in the UHW, it 
was arranged for daily visits at 


home from the acute response 
team. 

It was, indeed, distressing to 
read a report of neglect of a 
patient, which is obviously 
unacceptable and needs investi¬ 
gation - but following my expe¬ 
riences, I wish to thank the 
surgeons, doctors and nurses in 
the NHS who have benefited 
my wife and myself - and to 
pay tribute to their work. 

As I was unable to care for 
my wife, due to my own health 
problems, I was fortunate in 
finding a place for her in the 
Orchard House residential 
home, Barry, for three months 
respite care, and I was also 
most grateful for the kindness 
and care of the management 
and nursing staf of this private 
establishment.

‘Cigarettes not 
the biggest 
litter problem’ 

Discarded chewing 
gum is the worst 


1 WRITE with 
regard to a 
report by GEM 
reporter Tim 
Chapman on 
Thursday, 
December 13 quot¬ 
ing 4 Cigarettes are 
most prevalent lit¬ 
ter 

The response by Mr 
Clifford Parish of the 
Vale Council would 
seem a little misguided 
in that either he has not 
been furnished with the 
full facts, or he is a little 
mistaken. 

He refutes the claims 
of the Barry First Group 
by insisting that the 
council had not had any 
reports of “ covert sur¬ 
veillance” by The XFOR 
Environmental 
Enforcement Officers. 

Members of the pub¬ 
lic and, indeed, many of 
Barry First Group have 
reported such incidents 
to the council on numer¬ 
ous occasions. 

We can only assume 
that due to a lack of 
internal communication 
Mr Parish may not have 
had the complaints 
passed on to him. 

Mr Parish has also 
denied being asked by 
The Barry First Group as 
to how many Fixed 
Penalty Notices were 
issued for dog fouling 
since the scheme began. 

We at Barry First 
have evidence of this 
question being asked in 
email form to The 
Freedom of Information 
Unit. 

In fact, this question 
was asked in three sepa¬ 
rate emails to the unit: 
How many Fixed 
Penalty Notices have 
been issued by The 
XFOR teams for the 
offence of dog fouling 
since the scheme became 
operational ? 

On the third request, 
sent between Tuesday, 
December 11, and 
Wednesday, December 


12, we received two out 
of office replies, fol¬ 
lowed by an apology 
from Mr Parish on 
Friday, December 14, 
with the answer to our 
question about dog foul¬ 
ing. 

The simple answer is 
that four penalties have 
been issued for the 
offence of failing to pick 
up after a dog since the 
XFOR trial commenced 
to date. 

We at Barry First 
Group firmly agree that 
there should be an intol¬ 
erance toward indiscrim¬ 
inate littering. 

What we do not agree 
with is the comments 
made by Mr Parish that 
cigarettes are the most 
prevalent litter. 

One only has to go to 
any part of the town cen¬ 
tre, High Street or Broad 
Street to observe the 
mass discarding of 
chewing gum in blobs 
the size of lOp coins 
stuck to the paving and 
tarmac areas like 
mosaics, to realise what 
the most prevalent litter 
is. 

Yet Mr Parish says 
that little or any action 
has been, or will be, 
taken on this practice. 

On the very contro¬ 
versial subject of dog 
fouling, with 996 fixed 
penalty notices issued 
between July 30 and 
November 25, we find it 
hard to understand how 
only four of these penal¬ 
ty notices were issued 
for the offence of dog 
fouling, the remnants of 
which is evident all over 
the Vale, and none for 
the discarding of chew¬ 
ing gum. 

We do respect Mr 
Parish for the eventual 
answer to the question 
on dog fouling within 
the Vale, as we feel this 
now paints a more rea¬ 
sonable picture in the 
minds of local taxpayers.

RESIDENTS and 
businesses in 

Boverton were dev¬ 
astated on 

Saturday, 
December 22, when 
the area flooded 
with up to an esti¬ 
mated five feet of 
rainwater in places. 

The owner of the 
Boverton Village Shop 
and Post Office, Mr 
Eifion Watkins, said he 
arrived at his business at 
8.45am and there were 
already signs that 
Boverton brook could 
not cope with the huge 
amount of water flowing 
along it. 

“A fire engine was 
pumping out a property, a 
hosepipe was trailing 
across the road and there 
was an Environment 
Agency Land Rover 
nearby.” 

While a delivery lorry 
of goods to the store was 
being unloaded, things 
worsened. 

“A member of staff 
called me out to the car 
park - water was starting 
to creep across it. 

“At about 10.15am, as 
the delivery lorry pre¬ 
pared to leave, it was 
already ankle deep. 

“We put some sand¬ 
bags in place but the 
water came into the busi¬ 
ness at about four or five 
inches deep - then 
through the back door, 
eventually reaching nine 
inches.” 

Mr Watkins said he 
wanted to thank his staff, 
customers and neigh¬ 
bours for help in ferrying 
goods upstairs to make 
sure stock wasn’t lost. 

“They were all fantas¬ 
tic - two local people 
must have made 20 trips 
up the stairs with baskets 
full of goods.” 

Mr Wat ki ns said the 
water started receding at 
2.15pm. He had suspect¬ 
ed that might happen 
because the high tide was 
at 1.45pm, although an 
Environment Agency 
spokesperson informed 
him that the high tide 
would not be a factor in 
the water level falling. 

Mr Watkins said he 
was also grateful to local 
people who helped his 
staff and grand-daughter 
empty the car park of 
water in the early 
evening with buckets. 

He said residents and 
businesses had under¬ 
stood that measures 
taken in the past would 
ensure flooding would no

longer take place. 

Llantwit photographer 
Andy Wicks told The 
GEM: “I’ve lived in 
Llantwit Major for 20 
years and the flooding 
was terrible - the worst 
I’ve seen.” 

Local councillor 
Gwyn John said he had 
the utmost sympathy for 
all those affected by 
flooding throughout 
Llantwit, Boverton and 
Llanmaes. 

“For people affected 
as they prepared for 
Christmas it was devas¬ 
tating - but there was a 
tremendous community 
spirit shown by people 
helping each other.” 

The last time Boverton 
flooded so severely was 
12 years ago. 

Coun John said: 
“Some residents have 
now been flooded, not 
once or twice, but five 
times.” 

He emphasised that 
the despair people felt 
did not end with the 
water draining away 
because houses were 
damaged and needed 
repairs and decoration 
that could add up to thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

Bunds in nearby 
Frampton should help 
alleviate flood problems, 
but the volume of water 
was too great for 
drainage systems to cope. 

Coun John said reports 
would be compiled by 
Vale Council officers and 
Environment Agency 
Wales, to be considered 
in the new year. 

The Vale’s Assembly 
Member, Jane Hutt, and 
the Vale Council Leader, 
Coun Neil Moore, both 
visited the area. 

Jane Hutt said: 
“Visiting Boverton, 
Llanmaes and Ham 
Manor in Llantwit Major 
with Coun Gwyn John 
and Phil Pickersgill from 
the Environment Agency, 
we were shown the terri¬ 
ble damage done to 
homes and businesses by 
the people affected. 

“We also heard about 


the tremendous support 
given by friends and 
families, by volunteers, 
including young people, 
who came out to help 
when the water was ris¬ 
ing. 

“As we take stock of 
the impact of the 2012 
Christmas floods, we 
must now show our com¬ 
mitment to support and 
serve all those affected. 

“For myself, this 
means working with the 
Vale Council, the 
Environment Agency and 
the Welsh Government to 
review and update plans 
for flood protection in 
the affected areas.” 

(See more on this in 
Jane Hutt’s column on 
page 9). 

• The Vale Council 
had a ‘flood room’ team 
co-ordinating an emer¬ 
gency response to flood¬ 
ing in the run-up to 
Christmas. 

The team liaised with 
the council's visible serv¬ 
ices, the contact centre, 
public protection and 
communications depart¬ 
ments to deliver sand¬ 
bags to residents, co¬ 
ordinate road closures, 
arrange temporary 
repairs to flood-damaged 
roads and ensure resi¬ 
dents were kept informed 
and supported.

Principal civil protec¬ 
tion officer Debbie 
Spargo said: “I would 
like to thank everyone 
who has worked so hard 
over the past few days, 
from our highways team 
to our contact centre - 
the staff have been 
absolutely fantastic.” 

Sully Moors Road and 
Hayes Road were closed 
for a period over the fes¬ 
tive period with people 
using alternative routes, 
including through Dinas 
Powys. 

The Vale Council’s 
highways team is contin¬ 
uing to undertake essen¬ 
tial road repairs.

A headteacher who 
lives in Cowbridge, 
has been awarded 
the MBE in the New 
Year’s Honours - 
for services to edu¬ 
cation. 

Terry Williams, who 
has been head at Litchard 
Primary School in 
Bridgend since the year 
2000, announced his 
retirement last summer. 

He told The GEM that 
he had no idea how he 
had come to be nominat¬ 
ed, but he felt that his 
work with the National 
Association of Head 
Teachers (NAHT) in 
Wales may have been a 
factor. 

He was president of 
NAHT Cymru in 
2010/11. 

Another factor may 
well have been that Terry 
Williams has spent a long 
time in the schools where 
he has been a head. In a 
teaching career spanning 
40 years, 23 have been as 
a head, at two local 
schools. 

He was headteacher at 
Garth Primary in 
Maesteg for 11 years, and 
at Litchard for 12. In his 
time at both schools, he 
oversaw the process of 
merging an infants 
school with a junior 
school to create a single 
primary school. 

Bom in Trimsaran and 
a fluent Welsh speaker, 
he went to teacher train¬ 
ing college in Cardiff, 
but then left Wales for his 
first teaching job. 

He said: “It was in the 
East End of London, at 
Downell Road Junior in 
Leyton. When I took the 
children to play games, 
the sports fields were 
where the Olympic 
Stadium now stands!”

in London that he met his 
wife Jane, a Londoner 
who was also a teacher. 
After four years, the cou¬ 
ple decided to come to 
Wales and bought a 
house in Cowbridge - 
and have never left. 

In the 1980s, after 
school he was the warden 
at Cowbridge Youth 
Centre, and often sees 
local people who used to 
come to the centre when 
they were young. 

Terry’s first two teach¬ 
ing posts were in 
Llantwit Lardre and 
Pentyrch.

The wall broke under 
the impact, and some of 
stones hit Derek as he lay 
in the river. 

He sustained severe 
injuries to his skull and 
to his ribs, but he was 
rescued by two passers- 
by. One was a police 
officer (the local police 
atation was nearby) and 
the other was a deaf man. 

There is no doubt that 
the two rescuers saved 
Derek’s life, and he had 
plenty of time to think 
about them, as he faced a 
long period in hospital 
after the accident. 

Although it was possi¬ 
ble to get in touch with 
the police officer to say 
thanks, he had no way of 
contacting the deaf man. 

Derek said: “This 
preyed on my mind and, 
when I was well enough 
to do some voluntary 
work, I signed up with 
the Bridgend Deaf Club 
to learn sign language

and help out.” 

This proved to be very 
satisfying work, and 
Derek has stayed work¬ 
ing with the deaf com¬ 
munity ever since. He 
learned sign language 
well enough to be called 
in as an official translator 
when various authorities 
need such services. 

It was in 2007 that 
something else hap¬ 
pened. 

Jan Welland 

explained: “My mother 
was dying of terminal 
cancer, and in the later 
stages she was so weak 
that it was very distress¬ 
ing. 

“She found it difficult 
to talk and, consequently, 
it used to take her so 
much time and effort to 
make herself understood 
- even if it was only a 
simple request” 

At around the same 
time, Jan’s 99-year-old 
grandmother was also in 
hospital and suffered 
similar problems. 

Jan said: “Derek and I 
started to talk about 
whether a simple sign 
language could give vul¬ 


nerable patients their 
dignity and respect back. 

“It had to be simple - 
something that could be 
leamt in an hour or so - 
and should concentrate 
on simple requests, such 
as asking for food, say¬ 
ing that they felt cold or 
hot, or that they needed a 
doctor or nurse.” 

Derek said: “To keep 
it simple, I decided that 
the signs should be sin¬ 
gle handed, and that way 
they would be especially 
suitable for stroke 
patients.” 

The couple have spent 
the last few years testing 
and refining the idea, and 
they feel that their sys¬ 
tem, based around 54 
cards, will have a wide 
range of applications in 
hospitals and nursing 
homes. 

In cases when doctors 
know that post-opera- 
tively, the patient will 
find it difficult to talk, 
the patient can spend 
time before the operation 
getting used to the sign 
language. 

Clearly, when a 
patient suffers, for

instance, a stroke, they 
can start learning the 
sign language as part of 
their recovery process. 

The system is now 
ready to be marketed, 
and the work has been 
done in their Cowbridge 
home. 

All three of Jan’s 
daughters went to Ysgol 
Iolo Morganwg and then 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive. 

Jan’s eldest, Sara, is a 
teacher at Pendoylan 
school, the middle one, 
Iona, is a staff nurse on a 
stroke unit, and the 
youngest, Rowena is a 
doctor in the Royal 
Glamorgan Hospital. 

Derek, who is a wid¬ 
ower, has two children - 
Christopher, who is 


studying criminology at 
Bristol University, and 
Alexandra, who is doing 
A-Levels at Cowbridge 
Comprehensive. 

Jan said: “I still 
remember how difficult 
it was for my mother to 
get across even the sim¬ 
plest messages, and the 
point about this sign lan¬ 
guage is that it is very 
simple. 

“We feel that now we 
need to contact the vari¬ 
ous groups who could 
find this useful.”

homes plan could 


‘Llandow Newydd 
appease NIMBYs’ 


R eading the 

recent GEM 
letters from 
James Meredith, Jim 
Grove and others, 
regarding developing 
the old Llandow 
Airport site, remind¬ 
ed me that the origi¬ 
nal proposed devel¬ 
opment would have 
included some 2,750 
houses, schools, shops, 
a surgery, an expand¬ 
ed business park and 
improved transport 
links. 

These included a 
long-awaited 
Llyswomey by-pass and 
later on a rail link to 
Cardiff and Bridgend. 

This proposal was 
rejected by the then Vale 
Council in 2009 and 
thus it was not included 
in the Draft Local 
Development Plan as a 
candidate site. 

However, its very 
absence from the 
Deposit LDP creates a 
problem in resolving 
where to accommodate 
some 10,000 new hous¬ 
es over the next 15 years 
without over-crowding 
already built-up areas in 
the eastern Vale, or 
spoiling the character 
and attractiveness of 
existing villages and 
small towns in the rural 
Vale. 

The Llandow 
Newydd development 
was originally rejected 


mostly on the grounds 
that it went against 
Government guidelines 
regarding new settle¬ 
ments. 

However, revised 
planning policy guid¬ 
ance set out in Chapter 
9.2.7 of MIPPS 2006 
(and still current in 
Planning Policy Wales 
Edition 5) states: “Any 
proposal for new settle¬ 
ments should be promot¬ 
ed through, and fully 
justified in, the develop¬ 
ment plan. 

“Plans should state 
clearly the contribution 
which developers will be 
expected to make 
towards provision of 
infrastructure, communi¬ 
ty facilities and afford¬ 
able housing. New set¬ 
tlements on greenfield 
sites ... should only be 
proposed where such 
development would offer 
significant environmen¬ 
tal, social and economic 
advantages over further 
expansion and regenera¬ 
tion of existing settle¬ 
ments.” 

At the time, two 
experienced planning 
consultant companies, 
one of whom was the 
Vale Council’s own con¬ 
sultant, looked at the 
development and, given 
the substantial amount 
of infrastructure and 
transport links involved, 
concluded that it was 
sustainable and com¬ 
plied with Government 


guidelines to the extent 
that it should form part 
of the preferred option 
for the Draft Plan. 

Thus, even though the 
proposed development 
did satisfy Government 
criteria for new settle¬ 
ments, and was recom¬ 
mended as part of the 
preferred option, it was 
still rejected. 

This leads us back to 
the question of where to 
locate 10,000 homes 
that, for mostly very 
good environmental and 
sustainability reasons, 
nobody wants in their 
own back yard... 

...A situation of great 
concern to Vale council¬ 
lors, AMs, MPs and 
over 4,000 electors who 
sent in representations 
objecting to the pro¬ 
posed housing develop¬ 
ments in the LDP. 


I would suggest that 
the now Labour-con- 
trolled Vale Council in 
‘scrapping’ the existing 
LDP, should look again 
at Llandow Newydd as a 
potential development. 

It would utilise a 
large area of mainly 
derelict brownfield and 
some low grade agricul¬ 
tural land; create a new 
vibrant and sustainable 
settlement and provide 
employment both during 
the build and afterwards. 

Mainly, however, I 
think it would appease 
most of the electorate 
who object to the cur¬ 
rent proposals by mov¬ 
ing a significant propor¬ 
tion of the estimated 
housing need away from 
more contentious and 
unsustainable locations.

Manor in Llantwit 
Major with Coun Gwyn 
John and Phil 
Pickersgill from the 
Environment Agency, 
we were shown the ter¬ 
rible damage done to 
homes and businesses 
by the people affected. 

We also heard about 
the tremendous support 
given by friends and 
families, by volunteers, 
including young people, 
who came out to help 
when the water was ris¬ 
ing. 

The rescue of many 
did not reach the head¬ 
lines but the bravery 
was extensive.

Flooding occurred

STRESS 

With the Met Office 
figures suggesting that 
2012 will go down as 
one of the wettest years 
since records began in 
1910, we know that the 
ground has been saturat¬ 
ed for so long - and we 
cannot underestimate 
the stress experienced 
by those who live in the 
affected areas with any 
prolonged downfall of 
rain. 

As we take stock of 
the impact of the 2012 
Christmas floods, we 
must now show our 
commitment to support 
and serve all those 
affected.

EXTENSION 

PEOPLE in the Vale with severe cognitive 
impairments such as autism, are to be entitled to 
a blue badge for the first time. 

Vale AM Jane Hutt has welcomed the announce¬ 
ment by the Assembly Government Minister respon¬ 
sible for transport, Carl Sargeant, following pro¬ 
posed changes in the UK welfare benefits system. 

“In Wales there are around 230,000 Blue Badges 
in use and 2.5 million across the UK. The new exten¬ 
sion will come into place on April 1, 2013, ” Ms Hutt.

Historic tour coach 
comes home to Barry 



RECENTLY, a long low- 
loader drew up beside The 
Bus Depot in Barry (pic¬ 
tured), with a 54-year-old on 
board with special local signif¬ 
icance. 

A genuine Western Welsh luxury 
touring coach from the late 1950s is 
back home in Barry, to be brought 
back to its former glory by a band 
of bus enthusiasts who run The Bus 
Depot on Broad Street, Barry. 

The historic AEC Reliance coach 
with a Harrington Wayfarer body 
was new in June 1958. It was very 
modern for its day and one of a 
small group bought by Western 
Welsh for extended coach tours. 

It was first allocated to the depot 
in Pontypool, but it moved to the 
Penarth Road depot in Cardiff 
from 1959-1963. It was then moved 


to Barry, where it continued pri¬ 
vate hire and tours until it was 
withdrawn in the autumn of 1967. 

It went to Yorkshire, and then 
Northampton, where it has sat 
under a cover, not moving for 37 
years. 

Mike Taylor, chairman of the 
Cardiff Transport Preservation 
Group, said: “It is in quite a rea¬ 
sonable condition. Yes it’s a bit 
musty after 37 years’ storage, there 
is the odd piece here and there we 
will need to replace, but it will look 
superb once it is painted back into 
Western Welsh colours.” 

The CTPG members, who are 
volunteers, are looking to restore 
the vehicle in the new year, and 
members of the public will be able 
to see it when an open day will be 
held at the Barry Festival of 
Transport on June 9, 2013.

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’Life of Pi’ adds up to a 
magical movie experience 


D irector 

Ang Lee has 
always been 
a thoughtful film¬ 
maker, his medita¬ 
tive approach suit¬ 
ing dramas like The 
Ice Storm and 
Brokeback 
Mountain , and his 
latest film follows a 
similar tack, adapt¬ 
ing Yann Martel’s 
Life of Pi. 

It tells the story of Pi 
(Suraj Sharma) who, 
when he survives a disas¬ 
ter at sea that sees his 
family and the animals 
they are transporting per¬ 
ish, finds himself thrust 
into an epic journey that 
sees him battle to survive 
and make his way home 


- with only a Bengal 
tiger named Richard 
Parker for company... 

If the above synopsis 
seems a little scant then 
it’s for good reason - that 
pretty much encompass¬ 
es the story, which while 
brief, makes for a canvas 
that allows the reader, 
and in this case the view¬ 
er, to project themselves 
into the story. 

Taking this and run¬ 
ning with it, Ang Lee 
makes a film that is poet¬ 
ic, visually beautiful and 
hugely moving, Life of Pi 
a thoroughly incredible 
filmic experience. 

The director gives the 
film the most gorgeous 
visual style, creating a 
boldly colourful exercise 
in making the most of a 
cinema screen, and 


throwing in some of the 
finest 3D work yet seen; 
it really is sensational 
looking, and the seamless 
effects work (is the tiger 
real or CGI? You 
decide!) just adds to the 
beauty of the film. 

However, for all the 
visual beauty, the film is 
just as strong in terms of 
its narrative power, tak¬ 
ing what appears on the 
surface to be a simple 
tale, but throwing in 
meditations on the nature 
of faith and fate, and how 
our lives fit into the 
wider world, Martel’s 
prose is transformed 
incredibly well into what 
you see on screen and 
maintaining the book’s 
core elements. 

The changes that are 
made are there purely to 


make the tale more 
filmic, a framing device 
involving an older Pi and 
an intrigued author 
(beautifully performed 
by Irrfan Khan and Rafe 
Spall) cleaving not too 
far away from the book 
and works well, keeping 
the momentum of the 
story going, while a final 
reel reveal cleverly plays 
with your expectations. 

While the performanc¬ 
es across the board are 
pitched perfectly, the 
weight of the film rests 
squarely on the shoulders 
of Suraj Sharma, and the 
novice actor doesn’t dis¬ 
appoint in a turn that is at 
times humorous, touch¬ 
ing, starkly emotional 
and brave. It is a revela¬ 
tory performance by the 
actor that takes away any 


notion of the film not 
managing to engage due 
to the limited set-up of 
the story; much like Tom 
Hanks in Castaway, 
Sharma (with a little help 
from Richard Parker) is a 
beguiling, likeable and 
wonderful lead. 

Ticking all the boxes, 
you won’t find many 
more films as perfectly 
pitched as Life of Pi', giv¬ 
ing you spectacular visu¬ 
als, a heart-warming and 
wonderfully executed 
narrative, while asking 
pertinent questions about 
human nature;. It really is 
an absolutely magnifi¬ 
cent and awe-inspiring 
piece of work.

Why do we celebrate 
on Twelfth Night? 


JANUARY 6 marks 
the end of the 
Christmas festival 
and it is appropri¬ 
ately named Twelfth 
Night, because it 
brings a close to the 
12 days of the fes¬ 
tive period. 

It is the date of the 
Epiphany on the 
Christian calendar, a 
night when the Three 
Wise Men visited baby 
Jesus in Bethlehem. 

Itis not to be confused 
with Shakespeare’s com¬ 
edy play of the same 
name (a piece that I stud¬ 
ied for both O level and 
London Academy of 
Music and Dramatic Art) 
Twelfth Night has been 
celebrated over the 
course of time by many 
different traditions, but in 
most cultures it was a 
joyous occasion over¬ 
flowing with food, drink, 
and merrymaking. 

Superstition stated that 
all yuletide trees and 
colourful decorations 
must be dismantled and 
put away before January 
6, as it was deemed to be 
unlucky. Failure to obey 
the custom would bring 
misfortune and disaster 
into the lives of the defi¬ 
ant. 

The superstition of 
dismantling all Yuletide 
decorations before 
Twelfth Night relates to 
Tree Spirits which were 
thought to live within the 
greenery of the Yule tree, 
holly and ivy. 

All plant-life would 
have to be returned to its 
rightful place after the 
midwinter festival as 
people believed that 
spring would not return if 
the custom was not fol¬ 
lowed. 

Natives also deemed 
the tree to be mischie- 


vous unless they returned 
it to its natural habitat. 

Nineteenth century 
principles lured people to 
keep the holly, ivy, yew, 
and mistletoe within the 
household until February 
2, which is Candlemass 
Day, the date that the 
infant Jesus was present¬ 
ed to the Temple. 

This day was known 
as the Feast of Lights, 
because all greenery 
would be burnt on large 
bonfires to banish all 
evil. 

During Tudor times, 
Twelfth Night commem¬ 
orated the end of the win¬ 
ter festival which had 
commenced on All 
Hallows Eve, 

(Halloween) October 31. 
Even after such a lengthy 
time of merriment, 
Twelfth Night would be 
celebrated with the Lord 
of Misrule and other 
higher figures of society 
who traditionally 

exchanged places with 
the peasants of the land 
for the evening. 

Large cakes contain¬ 
ing a bean and a pea 
would be baked, and 
whoever was lucky 
enough to have these 
pulses in their slice of 
cake would crowned 
King or Queen of the 
Feast. Also, the taking 
down of all decorations 
of holly, ivy, wreaths, 
fruits and nuts resulted in 
them being consumed by 
the King or Queen of the 
feast: but only until mid¬ 
night as Christmas would 
then be officially over 
and everyone would 
return to normality. 

A popular beverage to 
drink on this occasion 
was alcoholic punch 
called wassail. This was 
consumed along with 
Twelfth Night cake. The 
custom dates back to pre- 
Christian times when the

Celtic festival of 
Samhain and ancient 
Roman fiesta of 

Saturnalia were also 
observed. 

The feast of the 
Epiphany was also 
known as Three Kings 
Day, the adoration of the 
magi or the 

Manifestation of God. 

The Three Kings trav¬ 
elled to worship the 
‘King of the Jews’ by fol¬ 
lowing a bright star to 
Bethlehem. They were 
from ancient Persia and 
were thought to have 
been Median Zoroastrian 
priests who were sent to 
present gifts to the baby 
Jesus of gold, frankin¬ 
cense and myrrh. 

Today, the superstition 
of dismantling all deco¬ 
rations from the 
Christmas tree still 
remains, although many 
people are unsure of its 
origins. After clearing 
away the tinsel, it is then 
time to celebrate with 
food, drink and parties as 
Christmas is over for 
another year. Porthcawl 
has been the centre of 
Twelfth Night festivities 
for many years with the 
bearing of fancy dress 
costumes and traditional 
dancing being the main 
themes. 

In fact, my parents and 
their friends would 
attend parties each year 
(when my brother and I 
were small) at the now 
forgotten Manor Suite (at 
the entrance of the fair¬ 
ground) or the Stoneleigh 
Club which was situated 
in John Street, and sadly 
burnt down in the 1980s. 

Legendary tales state 
that the ghosts of the 
deceased would emerge 
from beyond the grave 
on this night, transform¬ 
ing themselves into life¬ 
like apparitions. Seances 
would be performed to 
entice these spirits to 
contact the living. 

This form of commu¬ 
nication is known as 
necromancy. Magical rit¬ 
uals were also performed 
to entice the souls of the 
dead to visit the earth 
once more. 

Sometimes January 5 
is observed as Twelfth 
Night, when the phantom 


image of a lady riding a 
grey horse has been wit¬ 
nessed. She seems to 
ride the planes of the 
countryside, only to dis¬ 
appear in a hazy mist. 
Could this unknown 
apparition be seen 
throughout the landscape 
of Wales? 

Phantom armies are 
also reported to parade 
the roads of Wales as if in 
search of something or 
even someone, yet no 
sound is ever heard. 

Spectral ships sail the 
seas on this entertaining 
night, and the frightful 
sound of ghostly trains 
chuff to a halt at invisible 
destinations. But can 
these eerie specters be 
tricks of the mind? 

Only you can decide....

The National Trust took over 
responsibility for the Grade II house 
and Grade I gardens on January 1 on a 
50-year lease, although the Vale 
Council will retain ownership. 

The gardens reopen to the public 
after the Christmas break on Friday, 
January 4, when there will be an offi¬ 
cial ‘handing over’ ceremony. 

Justin Albert, the director of the 
National Trust in Wales, said: 
“Growing and shaping a glorious gar¬ 
den is a long-term project. The work 
done so far by all those involved with 
Dyffryn Gardens since its inception - 
the Cory family, Thomas Mawson, The 
Vale Council, Cadw and the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF) - has produced an 
amazing site. 

“The passion that has gone into cre¬ 
ating Dyffryn Gardens over the years - 
from volunteers, staff and supporters - 
cannot be taken for granted. And we 
want everyone to join with us in har¬ 
nessing that passion for a new stage of 
Dyffryn’s journey. 

“The National Trust is proud and 
honoured to be taking over steward¬ 
ship of these magnificent gardens” 

Coun Gwyn John, the Vale Council 
cabinet member for leisure, parks, cul¬ 
ture and sports development, described 
the handover as an important move to 


secure the future of the house and gar¬ 
dens, and said it was a boost for local 
tourism. 

He said: “The council has undertak¬ 
en a great deal of work to restore the 
house and gardens since acquiring the 
property in 1996.

Winter - time to kill 
off all the males! 


WINTER is trying 
to make itself felt, 
and a variety of 
temperatures are 
on offer. 

We have even had our 
first frosts and this has 
brought about a halt to 
bee activity. 

As I expected, one of 
the colonies has died 
out, this does not sur¬ 
prise me. Earlier on this 
colony swarmed and the 
new Queen has failed to 
mate. 

As a consequence, 
any eggs she has laid 
have produced males 
(drones) whose contri¬ 
bution to a colony’s well 
being is nil. A colony 
with an unmated Queen 
is never going to be 
viable. 

It is a common prac¬ 
tice to unite colonies to 
improve their chances of 
getting through the win¬ 
ter. However, that was 
not an option here, as all 
I would be doing would 
be to introduce drones to 
another hive, and they 
would very soon be 
removed, as no drones 
are usually allowed to 
survive within a hive 
over winter. 

Drones are only 
required for their ability 
to fertilise a Queen-bee. 
So they are all killed off. 
It is the ladies (workers) 
who do this; they are the 
ones, who have worked 
tirelessly through the 
earlier part of the year, 
comb- building, and col¬ 
lecting pollen and col¬ 
lecting nectar, looking to 
the welfare of eggs and 
larvae in the hive, and, 
of course, their Queen. 

With the reduction of 
daylight hours and the 


lack of pollen and nectar 
bearing plants, the bees 
will become less active 
and settle down to see 
out the winter months in 
a torpid state. 

Their food demands 
will be met from the 
stores put by for this 
annual and natural event. 

This year has not been 
particularly kind to the 
bees or any pollinating 
insect at all. It has been 
the beekeeper’s task to 
help the bees through a 
very wet and windy peri¬ 
od. 

Foraging has suffered 
greatly due to 
unfavourable weather; 
nectar shortage has had 
to be supported by way 
of feeding with liquid 
sugar, plus the ever-pres¬ 
ent varroa mite causes 
great concern. Other dis¬ 
eases are plaguing the 
bees also. In the 30 years 
that I have been a bee¬ 
keeper, this will rank as 
one of the most trying. 

So, what am I going 
to be doing until spring 
arrives? Well equipment 
has to be cleaned; hive 
sections must be 
repaired or replaced. 
New frames need to be 
assembled, fresh clean 
wax has to be on hand to 
suit the new frames, the 
smoker should not be 
neglected, and it will 
have a layer of carbon 
deposits on the interior, 
decreasing its efficiency 
so these deposits must 
be removed. 

In short, try to be 
ready for the next year. 
Cleanliness, plus good 
hygiene must come to 
the fore these days, after 
all the bees practice it on 
a regular basis and so too 
should the beekeeper. 


The internet is a won¬ 
derful source of bee¬ 
keeping information, so 
established and new bee¬ 
keepers should avail 
themselves of its bounty. 
All you need do is tap in 
the words beekeeping, 
whereupon a wealth of 
sites will be waiting to 
divulge their content. 

For those who require 
pictorial information, 
the You Tube sites have 
an abundance on offer.

News from Penarth 
Computer Club 

Things change 


THERE is nothing 
so permanent as 
change - as an old 
saying goes; I’ve 
written several 
times about the way 
technology seems to 
be changing more 
and more quickly. 

Even as we come to 
grips with the latest 
developments, the back¬ 
room boys are working 
on what comes next and 
next again. 

The willingness of 
‘early adopters’ to pay a 
high price to be first 
with the new stuff puts 
pressure on manufactur¬ 
ers to rush to market - 
sometimes too early for 
the best interest of the 
customer. 

At first, the maker 
decides on the design 
and quality of his new 
product, but eventually 
the feed-back from the 
market (you, the cus¬ 
tomer) makes him 
improve the perform¬ 
ance, the design, the 
rehability and the price. 

The speed at which 
computers operate has 
gone up so much that it’s 
taken for granted and 
not quoted in advertise¬ 
ments. The hard disk 
drive has similarly 
improved. Capacity has 
soared and the reliability 
is now assumed. 

The life of a disk can 
be expected to be much 
longer than the usual 
life-span of the comput¬ 
er it is in. 

The disk is expected, 
on average, to last over 
400,000 hours (over 45 
years), but for safety 
sake your back-up rou¬ 
tine should assume it 
will fail very soon. 
(Sorry - I did say that I 
would stop going on 
about backing up data). 

Early personal com¬ 
puters were almost uni¬ 
versally beige boxes 
until Apple Mackintosh 
started producing 
coloured cases. Then 
laptops were produced 
with a variety of ‘clip- 
on’ colours to satisfy 
demand for individuali¬ 
ty- 

Aficionados could get 
fancy cases and lights 
for their desktops, but 


the general trend meant 
a switch from beige to 
matt black; rather remi¬ 
niscent of military 
design. There is present¬ 
ly some complaint about 
the lack of options for 
other colours for desk¬ 
tops. 

I can see some inter¬ 
esting discussions aris¬ 
ing when a room needs 
redecorating and the 
bright shade of the com¬ 
puter doesn’t quite fit in 
with the new colour 
scheme. Black will go 
with any colour, I’m 
told, but there is still a 
debate going on between 
those who prefer matt 
black to tacky, glossy 
black. 

As computers get 
smaller, mobile phones 
have finished shrinking 
and are now getting larg¬ 
er as they morph from 
very small telephones 
into (larger) very small 
computers to accommo¬ 
date a reasonable screen. 

The screen eases the 
use of on-line dictionar¬ 
ies; causing the demise 
of at least one printed 
version. 

The rise of social 
websites such as Twitter, 
Facebook and Flickr has 
forced people to think 
again about how much 
information they put on¬ 
line. 

The ordinary person 
always finds it difficult 
to imagine what will be 
coming next. Reporting 
what happened in 2012 
is a lot easier than spec¬ 
ulating about the next 
five years, but there are 
plenty who will try. I 
wish them well.

‘Sony still a 
key employer’ 

says regional AM

ON a visit to Sony 
plant, Pencoed, the 
South Wales 
Central AM, 
Andrew RT Davies, 
said: “Sadly, Sony 
no longer has quite 
the footprint that it 
once had in south 
Wales. However, it 
remains a key 
employer in the 
region with many 
Vale residents also 
amongst its 380 or 
so staff. 

“It was fascinating to 
see how the plant has 
evolved and to witness 
the production process 
in full, including high 
end camera technology 
used by broadcasters the 
world over. 

“It was also hearten¬ 
ing to discover that the 
technological expertise 
possessed by the staff 
has enabled the Pencoed 
plant to compete suc¬ 
cessfully for new con¬ 
tracts and the hope is 
that in the long run we 
may start to see a return 
to the capacity once 


enjoyed in the area.” 

Among the products 
produced by Sony work¬ 
ers for other companies 
was the Raspberry Pi - 
a low cost computer 
aimed at encouraging 
schoolchildren to devel¬ 
op an interest in pro¬ 
gramming skills. 

The units, which 
were originally pro¬ 
duced in China, are now 
made exclusively by the 
Pencoed factory and Mr 
Davies said that it was 
extremely positive that 
Welsh workers were 
able to compete effec¬ 
tively with rivals in 
countries with low wage 
costs. 

“Not only was it great 
to see projects such as 
this one to develop com¬ 
puter programming 
skills in children, the 
plant had also been suc¬ 
cessful in securing con¬ 
tracts to manufacture 
environmentally friendly 
LED street lighting,” the 
AM observed.

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Seat Mii conjures up 


A REN’T computer games a great 
escape from reality? Up to the age 
of 16,1 used to enjoy playing 
them, but thankfully, there’s no time for 
that anymore with my demanding wife 
and daughter! 

As I sit inside the Seat Mii, I find my mind 
wandering back to that distant past where I was the 
unbeatable Formula One champion of the world, 
and I don’t mind admitting it, a dab hand at any 
rally circuit, too. For the Mii name reminds me of 
the Nintendo Wii video game console. 

Perhaps the Seat marketing team felt that Wii 
gamers consist of the cool and hip 18 to 35 catego¬ 
ry that they want to appeal to. 

The sort of guys and gals who like to drive a 
bright red little city car and thereby stand out from 
the bland and characterless crowd. 

The type of people who consider the Mii to be a 
reflection of their gregarious selves. 

Ironically, I have just driven the highly econom¬ 


ical Skoda Citigo, which looks pretty much identi¬ 
cal and scores highly with me. 

Aren’t they the same car? Isn’t history going to 
repeat itself? Will I not simply find myself re-writ- 
ing the same article? 

The diminutive Seat might share the same 
wheelbase as the Skoda Citigo and VW up! but 
there is more to it than just being a rebranded VW. 

Firstly, it incorporates Spanish flair and styling 
with German engineering, as the press office is 
keen to point out. 

But where Skoda and VW target a more middle 
aged motorist, the Seat is the young person’s 
choice. The five-door model tested has a much 
smoother and decisive five-speed manual gearbox 
and there’s a sizeable electric sliding glass sunroof, 
which was missing in the Skoda. 

Its two-tone grey and black interior is far more 
appealing than the black in the Skoda, but it lacks 
the heated front seats. The two share the same 
Navigon touch screen that is not only a sat nav but 
a useful trip computer that provides an up-to-date 
mpg and distance to refill reading.
